ply tlic Demands of the World. 

Cleveland, O.—The Iron Trade Re¬ 
view prints a letter written to its edi¬ 
tor by Andrew Carnegie just before he 
sailed for Europe. The paper refers to 
it as "Mr. Carnegie’s last trade utter¬ 
ance as an American steel master," 
and adds that the developments oi the 
past week give special"signittcance and 
interest to it. 

The letter says: "Concerning tbe j 
prospeots for business in 1890, these 
are not in doubt. So many orders for j 
the present year are on the books of 
manufacturers that it would require j 
some very startling element to affect] 
the result. 1 do not see any probabil- { 
ity of tlie prevailing prosperity coming j 
to an end before next winter—perhaps j 
not then—although the rise in prices j 
must tend to check consumption and j 
especially the export trade; but the | 
difficult now is to take care of tho j 
home demand—a demand which is 
legitimate, covering actual req mo¬ 
ments, and not increasing stocks. Al¬ 
though the demand abroad is now so 
great, prices are still advancing and we 
may find a market for considerable 
quantities even at present prices here. 

"When depression comes the Ameri¬ 
can manufacturer will have one re¬ 
serve which has not hitherto been bis, 
namely, he will be able to produce at 
a cost which will enable him to supply 
the world outside,and this, fortunately, 
will keep labor more fully employed 
than it has been hitherto under similar 
circumatanoee. 

"Another element in his favor is the 
increased consumption of steel, its use 
for so many things, so that upon tbe 
whole I believe the industry to be upon 
more sold foundations than ever be¬ 
fore. 

“Upon one point I am well assured, 
that the increased demands of the world 
for iron and steel are chiefly to be. 
met by the United 8tatee, Great Bri¬ 
tain and Germany are now running up 
to tbeir fullest capacity, although 
Great Britain shows this years’ even 
a slight decline in product. The de¬ 
mand which ia to oome beyond the 
present production is to be tbe prize of 
the American manufacturer, and un¬ 
less tbe present aotivity creates capac¬ 
ity far beyond all possible demands, as 
is to be feared, manufacturers should 
obtain profitable prices for some time 
to come. Tbe country has never en¬ 
tered upon a period of activity under 
conditions so favorable. Many years 
of inaotivity and saving, splendid crops 
for two years sold at high prices to tbe 
foreigner, great advance methods, of 
production and an enormous trade bal¬ 
ance in our favor—all these elements 
combined justify the optimistio views 
. which prevail. Our iron and steel 
i manufacturers deserve proeperity for 
i a time tor they have had a hard strug- 
. gle for years.”

What may not be the result of the 
practical application of wireless- teleg¬ 
raphy? Iu answering that question 
the dreamer will have an opportunity 
to let liis imagination run riot. When 
wires are uo longer needed how much 
will the cost of establishing and main¬ 
taining a telegraph system lie lessen¬ 
ed? What effect will it have on the 
postoffi.-e department? How mauy 
letters that now go by mail will then go 
by telegraph, especially in the busi¬ 
ness world? And what effect, if any. 
will it have oil the long-distance tele¬ 
phone? These are all pertinent ques¬ 
tions now. for the experiments made 
by Guglielmo Marconi between Kug- 
laud and France have demonstrated 
that tlie commercial use of wireless 
teloghaphy is something that we may 
confidently expect at an early date. To 
Marconi belongs the credit of develop¬ 
ing and applying the principle discov¬ 
ered by Nikola Tesla and explained by 
him in a pamphlet issued eight or nine 
years ago. The scientific world was 
iu.jiued to scoff then, but Marcotii saw 
the pamphlet, became interested in 
the subject and worked out the details, 
with the result that in* lias sent mes¬ 
sages across the English channel, a 
distance of thirty-two miles. If this 
can be done it follows that the Atlan¬ 
tic Ocean will soon piove no barrier, 
and then the expensive cables may he 
abandoned. In a commercial way the 
possibilities of this discovery are cer¬ 
tainly almost limitless. 


Treatment of Mante on Hok*. 

Scurf, or mange, is sometimes very 
difficult to cure. It is caused by a tiny 
mite that burrows in the skin, and in 
order to cure the disease we must re¬ 
move the cause. The most effective 
method of cure is to lie found in local 
treatment. Sulphur taken internally 
will lie found helpful. 

Tlie first care, however, should be to 
see that the pens and sleeping quarters 
are frequently disinfected witli crude 
carbolic acid and lime. The surface af¬ 
fected should be treated with a salve 
made as follows: Four ounces of sali¬ 
cylic acid, the same amount of hypo¬ 
sulphite of sodium, eight ounces of 
lard, and a small amount of beeswax 
to make tlie mixture firm. The lard 
should lx- melted over a slow lire, atnl 
while it is warm enough still to remain 
liquid stir iu the other ingredients 
slowly until they are thoroughly mixed. 
When cold apply to tlie diseased skin 
of tlie hog every day until a cure is ef¬ 
fected.

fourth, c, 7 feet. Mortise the boards 
into the uprights to a depth of one inch. 
For a brace use two lx4's. 10 feetlong, 
g. Bolt to top of 7-foot upright and at 
the bottom of tbe front one, b. Nail a 
board over tbe back ends of the gate 
plank. This makes tlie whole thing 
sirouger and I prefer It to a 4x4 for a 
binge timber. Get your blacksmith to 
make a pair of hinges. Tlie post hinge 
at tlie top must be long enough to go 
clear through so that a burr can be

Covering Wound* in Tree*. 

Mr. I’eter Van Vechten. Milwaukee, 
Wis.. agrees with Meehan's monthly 
that the wounds made iu the stems of 
roses by pruning or otherwise should 
have the wood preserved to keep it 
from decay till the new bark and wood 
extends over it. but he thinks gum 
shallac dissolved iu alcohol far better 
than paint. He advises to put tlie shel¬ 
lac iuto a wide-mouthed lxittlo. cover it 
with alcohol, aud let it stand twenty- 
four hours, wheu it may be applied 
with a swab or brush. It serves, as 
uearly as may be. as tlie substauee of 
bark; Is not affected by heat or cold or 
wet or dry weather, and retains the 
sap up to the cut, healing tlie wound 
without a scar. Any limbs cut off 
square on top will leave a dead end 
from 0 inches to a foot, which will 
eventually die and rot off. Limbs 
should be cut off slanting—never 
square on top as is often done.—Moe- 
liau's Monthly. 


That we are upon the eve of the -de¬ 
velopment of a mighty mechanical 
force for tin* manufacture of power, 
greater than either steam or electricity, 
seems evident. Tills new force is liquid 
air. ('lias. E. Trlpler. of New York, 
lias demonstrated ill a series of experi¬ 
ments tlie practicability of tin* applica¬ 
tion of this new force to the develop¬ 
ment of power. Mr. Trlpler takes 800 
gallons of ordinary air. and liy com¬ 
pression and cold reduces it to one gal¬ 
lon of a liquid that looks like glycerine. 
It retains its form at a temperature of 
;tl2 degrees below zero. Ou tlie same 
principle that water becomes steam on 
tlie application of hent, aud under a 
greater degree of heat superheated 
steam, so liquid air as it warms ex¬ 
pands Into vapor and then into air. By 
controlling this expansion a new mo¬ 
tive for the use of transportation com¬ 
panies on sea and laud, for factories, 
furnaces and for every other purpose 
for which steam and electricity are 
now used is developed. Tlie expansive 
force of this new power is equal to 
2.000 ixMinds to the square inch, and 
without an exhaust pipe the pressure 
is so great there is now no material of 
sufficient strength to restrain it. Fn- 
like water, however, it needs the appli¬ 
cation of no artificial heat, but ou ac¬ 
count of its inteuse cold contact with 
the atmosphere causes it to boil and 
evaporate like water on a hot plate. 
While this may seem much like lifting 
oue's self over a feuee by cue's boot 
straps, or perpetual motion, at tlie same 
time Mr. Triplet - lias demonstrated that 
this new |lower will reproduce itself 
without the application of auy outside 
agency. The first gallon or two is 
made by tlie use of coal or any other 
ordinary fuel. Just as ice is made in a 
factory, but thereafter he is able to re¬ 
produce tcu gallons of the fluid by the 
expenditure of two. A railway locomo¬ 
tive or steamship will therefore create 
its owu power from the atmosphere as 
It passes along, aud the factory en¬ 
gineer will siuipiy turn the key on an 
air pipe, start his machine and manu¬ 
facture this power as he need* it with 
tio other cost than the wear of the ma¬ 
chinery.

Big Men in Egypt und Worked Over¬ 
time. 

The cult of the beard, according to 
the ancient Jewish writers, started iu 
the Garden of Eden. Adaui. they tell 
us. was several miles iu height, aud 
was furnished with a prodigious beard, 
which reached to liis middle. The an¬ 
cient Jews, presumably ou account of 
this believed Edeuic origin, held the 
beard iu such esteem that they consid¬ 
ered it a greater insult to seize a mau 
by bis beard than to tread on his corns. 
They cherished the hair ou their faces 
as tlie callow youth of to-day does his 
adolescent mustache, trimmed it in va¬ 
rious forms, perfumed it with odorous 
substances, aud cut it only as a sign of 
great affliction. So far did they carry 
their veneration for Its dignity that 
laws were actually passed regardiug 
the manner of its wearing. 

The barber's lot was a happy one in 
the laud of Egypt, where the people 
had such a high regard for the tonso- 
rlal art that the majority of the men 
shaved not only the face, but the en¬ 
tire head, and capped their bald pates 
with wigs, while the priests went even 
further aud shaved the entire body 
every third day. With this constant 
acraplug of chins going ou. the bar¬ 
ber’s trade was au important one in 
the home of the Pharaohs, aud its fol¬ 
lowers were kept busily running 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the land from early morning until sun¬ 
set. They carried their tools in au 
opeu-mouthed basket, and their razors 
were shaped like a small hatchet, with 
a curved handle.—Lippincoft'a Maga¬ 
zine. 

Surgeon's Plaster. 

Although court plaster is useful In 
protecting small scratches or abrasions 
of the skiu from harm, it should uot 
be used over auy considerable cut or 
wound In process of healing. These 
will heal much faster it simply covered 
with a bit of soft linen. held in place 
at the ends with strips of surgeons 
plaster.

The principal regions that 
as yet are unexplored are distributed 
pretty evenly outside of the United 
States and Europe. There arc several 
in Canada, one just to the east and an¬ 
other just to the west of Hudson Bay, 
and also considerable areas up to the 
east and north of the Klondike coun¬ 
try. In South America there are five 
large areas in the vast forest region 
drained by the tributaries of the Ama¬ 
zon, besides considerable territory in 
Patagonia. There are largo areas of 
the desert of Sahara, where, as Sir 
Richard Burton says, ''the hand of man 
has never set foot,” and also along the 
upper Nile, but the rest of the conti¬ 
nent, some nine-tenths of the whole, is 
no longer “dark.” The unexplored 
part of Australia Is hardly one per cent, 
of the whole.

The phe¬ 
nomenal advance in prices is due to 
enlarged demand and a sufficient sup¬ 
ply. Among the cauqgs which have 
-contributed to the big boom in prices 
has been the heavy percentage of mor¬ 
tality on the stock ranges and among 
farm animals. In this connection the 
following statement from the Report 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture upon the losses of farm 
animals for the year ending March 31, 
1899. will prove of interest to our 
readers: 

‘‘Losses of Farm Animals—The esti¬ 
mated percentage of mortality among 
farm animals, swine excepted, was 
higher during the twelve months end¬ 
ing March 31, 1899, than for many 
years past. The total loss from ex¬ 
posure and disease was over 7,600,000 
head, of which swine constituted 41.9 
per cent,sheep 29.2 per cent,cattle 24.7 
per cent, and horses 4.2 percent. The 
losses of swine and horses were prac¬ 
tically all from disease, but in the 
case of cattle and sheep the loss from 
disease was considerably less than that 
from exposure. On the basis of the 
average values, as ascertained on Jan¬ 
uary 1 last, the estimated loss from ex¬ 
posure aggregated about #26,000,000 
and that from disease about $49,000,- 
000, or a toal of $75,000,000, five- 
sixths of which may be said to he the¬ 
oretically preventable.

Among a lot of very interesting speci¬ 
mens of prepared animals sent to the 
Museum of Natural History at Paris by 
Father Guilleme, a missionary in the 
upper Kongo country, there is one group 
of native adders, in the act of swallow¬ 
ing eggs, which excited uncommon in¬ 
terest. The most remarkable part of it 
is the relative size of this snake and its 
common food. This adder is rather 
small; it is seldom longer than 28 inch¬ 
es. and its thickness never exceeds an 
inch. Yet it feeds regularly on duck 
eggs, the smaller diameter of which is 
almost two inches. 

How the snake can get sncli an egg 
into its month is difficult to understand, 
and the uspect of these reptiles while 
swallowing the eggs is most strange. 
The only way to account for this pe¬ 
culiar manner of swallowing whole 
eggs is the presence in the neck, just 
hack of the head, of a series of pointed 
bones slanted backward aud piercing 
the esophagus. These not only assist 
to hold the egg in place, hut act like a 
saw. When the egg has advanced far 
enough, their pressure will cut the egg; 
its contents will continue into the stom¬ 
ach, while the empty shell is crushed 
afterward and thrown out through the 
month. 

While in the act of swallowing the 
egg the snake is easily caught, for it is 
then almost in a state of complete in¬ 
ertia: it then looks very much like the 
bulb as used by photographers for open¬ 
ing their shiltteis. 


Bln Fee* For Doctors.

Many quaint and some grotesque ob¬ 
servances of Good Friday have prevail¬ 
ed in various localities. In Brighton 
the custom of skipping the rope on that 
day led to the use of the term ‘‘Long 
Rope day.”

is a significant fact that except in the 
States and Territories of the far West, 
where the range systenf still obtains, 
the highest percentages of loss from 
winter exposure are reported from the 
South; aud the lowest from the ex¬ 
treme North, where tbe mast rigorous 
winter weather conditions prevail. 
This is, of course, due to the fact that 
where intense cold and continued snow 
are the normal winter conditions, cat¬ 
tle are properly sheltered and provided 
with an abundance of nutritious for- 
age; whereas, in the regions in which 
the winter climate is generally mild, 
lass attention is paid both to food and 
shelter, with the result that the occa¬ 
sional occurrence of a severe winter is 
inevitably accompanied by a high per¬ 
centage of loss. In New Hampshiie, 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island the 
deaths from exposure are too few to 
be reported; in Maine and Vermont 
they are eetimated at 2 to every 1,000 
head; in Connecticut at 8 to every 
1,000; in New York, Pennsylvania, 
and Michigan at 5; in Minnesota at 6, 
in Ohio at 7, in North Dakota and 
Iowa at 8. and in Wisconsin and In¬ 
diana at 9, to every 1,000. In New 
York, Delaware and Illinois the num¬ 
ber is estimated at 10 per 1,000, or 1 
per cent, and from this average there 
is a gradual increase southward to the 
Gulf of Mexioo and westward to the 
Rocky Mountains, with a few excep¬ 
tions that call of no special mention. 
The highest percentage of loss in the 
entire country, 7.9, is reported from 
Louisiana; Arizona being second, with 
5.9. The averages are also high on the 
Pacific Coast, where they range front 
8.0 per cent in Oregon to 4 per cent in 
California. 

‘‘Cattle, Losses From Disease.—The 
estimated percentage of loss from disease 
is 2.0, which is 0.8, points above the 
average for the last nine years, and has 
been exceeded, and that but slightly, 
only once during that period. The 
lowest State averages are leported from 
Wyoming and Idaho, where only 9 
head of cattle in every 1,000 have 
died from disease.

RECENT INVENTIONS. 

Sand beadles can be formed along 
tlie banks of streams by tlie use of an 
Ohio man’s device, consisting of wootb 
en cribs to be filled with stone and 
sunk Into the water, projecting arms 
being arranged at the sides to prevent 
tlie crib from tipping over as it sinks, 
allowing the water to deposit soil aud 
form the beach. 

Dental floss for cleaning the teeth Is 
easily manipulated by a uew tool, 
which has the floss wound on a spool, 
suspended between two hollow arms, 
through which it is threaded, passing 
from the tip of oue arm to the other, to 
be drawn tight by a reel and Inserted 
between the teeth. 

A Maryland inventor has patented an 
electric switch which has no metallic 
surfacei to be thrown In aud out of 
contact, the ends of the wires being 
barred and extended into a chamber 
partially tilled with mercury, so that a 
turn submerges tbe wires in the fluid 
and completes tbe circuit. 

Two Westerners have patented an 
improvement In Ice tongs by which the 
prongs are made to grip the cake more 
securely, tbe handle being shaped like 
an Inverted U, with tbe tongs pivoted 
at the rode, a eliding member lnelde 
the handle being raleed to pull the 
tongs apart and release the Ice.

Not long ago at one of the woman's 
clubs which lias a large number of 
members, the subject of “Pin-Money 
Workers” was discussed. Tills club is 
composed of Dot li single and married 
women, and, while none of them are 
wealthy, they all possess fairly good in¬ 
comes. 

Since women entered the Industrial 
world tln> "plu-uiouey worker," or the 
woman who employs her leisure in any 
kind of work outside her home to ob¬ 
tain money for pleasure or for luxuries, 
lias been strongly condemned, not only 
by worklugwomen, but by all who con¬ 
sider Industrial questions.
